Jer's opinlon in the Burr and Hardwick case,
Involving the dete which the present tarlf?

Ne today, Diecussing the contentlon that
the lauw should bave taken effect on the 1st
Instead of August 28, 16894, the chilel justice
EAyS:

“Upon the threshold we are met with the
fact that the act of 1590 was not repealed In

terma until August 28, 1864, and that the re-
penling section of the latter act kept In
force every right and the ability of the gov-

ernment or of evary person which has been
inourred or acerumd prior to PasEAge
theraof and (hereby every right Habifity
exeepted out of Lthe effects ought to be given
to the firat seotlon, The tight of the govern-
mont to duties under the tarlT law which ex-
Isted between August 1 and Auguwt 28 wons
a right aceruing prior to the poassage of the
act of 1504, and the obligation the Im
porters between August 1 and August 28 t
pay the dutles on other goads under Lie ex
isting tarlff law was s lability under that
law arising prior to the passage of the law
of 1804; and if congress Intended that sec-
tion A should relate back to August 1. stiil
the intention Ix quite as apparent that the
act of 1800 should remain in full force and
effect untll the passsgo of the new act on
August 28 and that all acts, rights accrued
and liabititles incurred under the earlier ac
prior to the repeal shauld be eaved from the
sffect thereof, as to all parties Interested, the
United States Included, A higher rate wae
impoked on many articles by the nct of 1864
than by the prior act and a4 lower rate on
others, while some that were free were made
dutinble, as for instance the artlele of sugar
Muost dutles pald botween August 1 and Au-
gust 28 be refunded where the rate was low
pred and assessed where the rate was raised
or a duty ‘mposed where none exlsted?
Clearly not.”

Summing up, the chlef justice mays: “Ax
the act of 15800 was not repealed by the act
of 1504 untll the latter act became a law
when Inconsistent laws wore declared theroby
ropealed, we think it eannot be doubted that
congress Intended the rates of duty pre
gorlbed by the act of 1864 to be levied on the
Ist day of August If the biil should then he
a law, and if not then as soon after that
date as it should become a law. On the 1st
day of August the dutles prescribed by the
first scction of the act of 1584 could not be
lawlully levied, and o far as the importa-
tlons In this case are concerned and others
gimlarly situsted, the law required exaction
of the dutles prescribed by the act of 1850
As to such fmportations, the firgt section ol
the net of 1804 could not be iHterally carried
put unless by helding It to operate as a retro-
active repeal, notwithstanding the =aving
clause, and this we consider altogether in
dispensible. The language of section 1 way
‘that on and after August 1 thera be levied,'
and of the second section ‘that on and after
August 1 certaln enumerated articles shall
be exempt from duty.’ In our judgment the
word ‘shall! spoke for the future, and was
not Intended to apply Lo transactions com-
pleted when the act became o lnw."

Mr. Hastings |s adapted for the
Hplomatio career by his iraining, which began
as an attache of the Un'ted Stites State depart-
ment In Washington, aod he |8 an Amerlcan
by sympathy and edueation, He ls, however,
a comparatively young man. The:e hap beer
suggestions advanced that the Hawailan min
ister of foreign affairsa would be sent here U
represent the young republic. The appoint-
ment of so Important a personage s possibly
on aecount of the desire to kindle the sentt
ment in favor of anhexation, which the Ha-
wallan minister §s doubtlegs charged to en
force, und which makes the positlon one o!
the greatest importance (o the Hawaiian gov

ernment.

But for the particnlar Interest which the
Hawallian people feel in mpintaining the most
friendly feelings toward the United States I
I8 nol unlikely that the legation would lave
been left for a longer time ofMeered hy a
charge, thut being the ugnal method of allow-
ing un international unplessaniness to heal
when a government does not wish to admit
that ite representative, who has been declare?

He
is a native of the Islands, born of misslonary
stock. He Is a lawyer by profession anl a
large owner of real estiate.

His home Is destroyed, his happl
ness gone, and he is lnspired by a bitterness
which words can hardly express, He knows
much of the methods of the Pacific Mall
company and told the story of how the
Colon, only a few months ago, narrowly
escaped divaster because her decks were
plled with lumber until she became top
henvy. Bven a slight swell threw her froin
her position. Brewer was a passanger on

the Colon and gives with great clearness
his deseription of the inconvenience and
danger created by the overloading of the

decks. Hae i not alone in his charge, evers
accusation being corroborated by another
who was a passenger on the same ship.

The reprisentatives of the Paclfic Mail
know that an attempt will be made to hold
them responsible for the wreck of the Co-
HWma., They acted upon that kuowlelge when
the United States Inspectors of bollers and
steamships began amd practically finlshed
thelr investigation of the disaster. Not one
of the surviving passengers was called on ax
W witness in that Inquiry.

Cinime the Appolntment of s Second He-
celver Would Defent the Plans of
the Trust Company—Opin=-
lon Expected Monday,

SALT LAKE, June B.—(Special Telegram.)
—The three days arguments i the Oregon
Short Line recelvership cnse were continued
before Judge Morritt today and the conrt an
nounced that a decislon woulil be renderad
Monday morning at 930, Those who have
attended the hearing and closely watehed the
case were of the oplijon that the court would
confirm the dppointment of Egan and ale
appoint & Joint receiver. This bellef was
strengthened this afternoon, when Judge Maer-
ittt called the coungél for both sides befop
hilm In chambers and asked them to ngree
upon some ong for joint recelver,

It 15 stated that the nttorneys of the Union
Pacifle presented the name of W, H. Ban-
eroft, now superintendent of the Mountain
division of the Unlon Paclfie. The ntterniys
of the American Loan and Trust company ab
solutely refused to considor Bancroft or any
other person the opposition might suggest
If the court appointed o Unlon Pactfic wman
or any ohe else, as Joint recalver, they de
clnred thelr whole purpose in applylng for a
separate recelvership would be defeated, and
Intimated that, rather than submit to this
they would withdraw thelr appoleation from
the Utah dourt and refuxe to take that part
of the system. Notwithstanding this threat
It i= belloved the court will appoint o Juint
recelver and Mr. Bancroft will be the man.

A very Interesting feature of the situntion
Is the fact that wupon admission of Utah to
statehood next winter, the new stute must
come under the jurisdiction of elther Judge
Glibert or Judge Sunborn, sand their orders
would then be extended over the Utal lines
It I8 believed that the Trost company will
bo willinug to submit to the Inconvenlence of

ONLY ONE DIFFERENCE,

The case han been argued toa point where
about the only Jdifference between the con-
tending parties seems to be whether there
shiall be one or two recelvers appointed. The
Union Pacific still insists on an assoclated
recelver, while the lean company malntalns
that such appointment would defeat the
whole purpose of the separate receivership
because of the brief time wlich would be
given to ralse the money to be paid for the
road untll July 1.

Mr. Storey, in continuing his argument
this morning, Insisted that the American
Loan and Trust company's only purpose
in the ltigatlon was to put a man In charge
of the Short Line who would guard lis in
terost In relation to other roads and not
be on both sides of the same question, The
company had only until July 1 In which to
ralse over $1,400000 to meet defaulted [n-
torest on the first mortgages.
